Quest,  Wliat  is  tlie  outward  part  or 
sign  of  the  Lord's  Supper? 

Jinsw,  Bread  and  Wine,  which  the 
Lord  hath  commanded  to  be  received. 

Quest,  What  is  the  inward  part  or 
thing  signified  ? 

Answ,  The  body  and  blood  of  Christ, 
which  are  verily  and  indeed  taken  and 
received  by  the  faithful  in  the  Lord's 
Supper.    . 

Quest,  What  are  the  benefits  whereof 
we  are  partakers  thereby  ? 

^nsw,  Tlie  strengthening  and  re- 
freshing of  our  Souls  ])y  the  body  and 
blood  of  Christ,  as  our  bodies  are  by 
tlie  Bread  and  Wine. 

Quest,  What  is  required  of  them  who 
come  to  the  Lord's  Supper  ? 

Answ,  To  examine  themselves,  whe- 
ther they  repent  them  truly  of  their  for- 
mer sins,  stedfiistly  purposing  to  lead  a 
new  life  ;  Jiave  a  lively  faith  in  God's 
mercy  through  Christ,  with  a  thankful 
remembrance  of  his  death,  and  be  in 
charity  with  all  men.
